Last summer he 
made himself conspicuous in moun- 
taineering circles as a member of the 
party who made the first ascent of 
Mt. Sir Alexander, situated about 100 
miles north of Mt. Robson and the 
principal peak of the last high group 
of mountaiis of the main range of 
the Rockies before it peters out to 
the north in the Peace River country. 
This summer, I am told, Mr. Waffle 
Was climbing with Dr. Max Strumia 
and W. R. Hainsworth, but was not 
| present at the Alpine Club’s camp. It 
|appears that the Strumia party had 
broken up at Mt. Robson Tourist 
Camp, Waffle remaining behind to 
attempt a new route on Mt. Robson, 

Waffle Starts Alone 

According to the messages received 
at Camp he started alone on the 
morning of Monday. August 4th, and, 
to date, has not been found. Before 
leaving, he told Roy Hargreaves not to 
be anxious if he did not return until 
Wednesday night, and he took sup- 
ply of food with him. When sixty-six 
hours had passed without his return 
Roy got anxious and phoned the 
superintendent and the police at 
Jasper.
